Atlanta, Ga. Thursday, May 22, 1913. 

This morning I had a long conference with Chief of Detectives Lanford, 
relative to the case in hand and reviewing what investigation has been 
made by the Agency and City Police in connection with the case. City 
Detective Black and myself were then requested to report at Solicitor 
General Dorsey's office for a conference, which we did, and remained 
in conference with Solicitor Gen'1. Dorsey until 2:00 P.M. Solicitor 
G. Dorsey reviewed the case thoroughly and made arrangements to 
present same to the Grand Jury, when that body convenes tomorrow 
morning. 

I then discontinued.
